The murderers helped themselves 
to whisky and became very drunk before kill- 
ing Redding and Bruce. The tragedy hap- 
pened near the Indian reservation not far 
from Pelican Lake. It is feared that Mc- 
Bride will lose his reason altogether.

LAND CONVEYED TO THE MAVERICK BANE 


One of the Managing Directors Deeds Prop- 
erty Originally Valued at $15,550. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 26.—[Special.}—Col. 
Jonas H. French, one of the three managing 
directors of the defunct Maverick Bank, has 
recorded at Salem the con veyance to that cor- 
poration of five parcels of land at Gloucester, 
held in trust by him for the Cape Ann Grapite 
company, to that corporation.

PRINCETON’S COLORS GO 
FORE THE CONQUERING BLUE, 


Nineteen to Nothing Win the Foot- 
ball Game of the Tear— Tale Eleven 
Takes th (hamplonship wit Never a 
Score Against It—Thirty-seven Thousand 
People Present— Battle Ro 
Inning—The Princeton Team Not Dis- 
couraged Because of Its Defeat... 


New Tonx, Nov. 26,—[Special.]—Yale’s 
blue floated mgh as the vanished blue of 
heaven today. The Prin tigers back 
was broken. The championship is Yale’s: 
Yale’s without the blemish of à single point 
against it. The other colleges hate merely to 
compute the various distances at which their 
flags shall float below the blue. | 

The last battle of the year in the inter-col- 
legiate football series was ed this after- 
noon on Manhattan fi¢ld in a cold, drizzling 
ram and was witnessed by 35,000 people. 
Princeton wafbeaten because she was fairly 
outplayed. From the very start, when the 
orange and black failed to advance the ball 
and Homan was forced to kick, Princeton 
was put on the defensive. That Yale was un- 
able to scor® a point in the first half was one 
of the greatest surprises that ever occurred on 
a football fleid. | 

Princeton expected to be beaten, the tigers 
went on the field ready to play to the last 
gasp, but with the feeling that they would be 
doing well to hold their opponents’ score 
down to twenty points, In fact mostof the 
money that was placed was on the question of 
whether Yale wou.d or would not make 
twenty points. When in the first half 
Yale, in spite of her despecate efforts, was 
unable to cross Princeton’s goal line, 
the orange and black began to hope. That 
Yale, therefore, in the sepond forty-five 
minutes should make three touchdowns and 
lack a goal from the field was another sur- 
prise. There was one point, however, in 
which the Princetons were superior. In the 
first half an interchange of kicks invariably 
resulted in a good-sized gain for Princeton. 
Homans punted all around his rival Bliss. 
His punting was in fact equal to any ever 
seen in a Princeton-Yale game, and that 18 
saying a great deal. Except twice in the sec- 
oad half, when he kicked out of bounds, his 
sky scrapers meant at least forty yards for 
Princeton. Several times he kicked the ball 
over the Yale back’s head. Had it not been 
for this Princeton's overthrow would have 
been even greater. | 

Princeton was not at all discouraged at the 
result of the game. The eleven bad to meet 
what is without doubt the finest team that 
Yale ever placed on the field. When it is re- 
membered that Lale's nine ix composed al- 
most wholly of old and experienced players, 
while the majority of Princetgn’s rushers are 
bplaying the game this fall for the first time, 
„will be seen that the showing made by the 
latter is not so bad after all, Certainly the 
team is a great improvement over that which 
Yale last year defeated by a score of 82 to 0. 

Yale’s t am will probably go down in his- 
tory as the greatest that ever wore the blue 
and the rival of Princeton’s famous eleven of 
1889.

which is always delivered on the veranda of 
the house. She had been gone but a few 
moments when Mr. Beals heard an outer- 
door slam. This, while not being unusual at 
all, somehow excited Mr. Beals’ suspicion, 
and going into the hall he found that his little 
son was not playing about. The child had 
been playing in the hall with two of Mr. Beals’ 
grandchildren. Upon being questioned they 
said that Lizzie had taken the child opt of a 
side entrance. Search was immediately made 
for the servant and child, but up to the pres- 
ent time no trace whatever of them has been 
found. 

Mr. Beals at once put the case in the hands 
of the city police and the Pinkertons, and they 
are making every effort to find the ‘child. 
The waitress has been in the Beals household 
only three weeks. Very little is known of her.

It calls for the conveyance of 
certain property situated on the east side of 
the Kiskiminetas River, in Armstrong County, 
of which Andrew Hamilton C. Curtain was 
the owner, but for the sum of £15 68 sterling 
the lands were conveyed to one Lambert Cad- 
walader. The deed is signed by John Penn, 
at that time the Provisional Governor.

KOCH’S TREATMENT A FAILURE. 


The Author Admits It in a Late Paper on 
Tuberculine, 

Paris Herald: When all, physicians, in 
France at least, had thought that the tubercu- 
line question had been laid aside for good, 
nothing more was said about it, and the last 
reference to the matter occurred in 
Russia, where ‘the condemnation of 
the method was completed by its 
use being forbidden in all the hospitals in the 
empire. But it seems that the German scientists 
are not easily beaten, and the scientific world 
was considerably astonished when Koch 
quietly announced recently that the question 
was going to be taken up again. Now the 
Deutsche Medicinische Wochenschrift of Oct. 
22 brings us the latest paper from the pen of 
the leading German bacteriologist. 

As a purely scientific study it is perfect— 
that is to say. minute and exact; but will it 
have any interest for the public? Probably 
not People wish merely to know whether 
the treatment of consumption has progressed. 
Ary one having a member of his family strick- 
en by this great misfortune wishes merely to 
know whether Koch can give him any hope. 1 
regret to say that he caunot, and I find in his 
paper a phrase that is so significant that I 
copy it literally, as better than any 
criticism it will show the readers of the Her- 
ald what they can expect in the future from 
researches of this nature. It is as follows: 

Whatever may have been, from a theoreti- 
cal point of view, the efforts made to isolate 
the active principle of tuberchline, as a prac- 
tical matter they have not yet given any re- 
sult of any importance.“ 

What more can be said, of what greater ar- 
gument found, in favor of the idea which this 
paper has been defending for more than two 
years—namely: that the treatment of con- 
sumption should be directed toward improv- 
ing the general condition of the patient and 
that bacillary therapeutics is an illusion?

REVIEW OF TH« ARTISTS WORK.

The Presentation Was Unqvestionably the 
Best Ever Seen in Chicago. 

The musical publie of Chicago had cause 
for sincere thanksgiving’in*the performance 
of * Faust given at the Auditorium last 
evening. Few operas m the standard réper- 
toire have been more frequently attempted by 
incompetent companies and suffered more at 
their hands than has Faust.“ In truth, 
previous to last night a. satisfac- 
tory performance of Gounod’s master- 
work had not been given in this 
city for five or six years. The Abbey-Grau 
company was heard in it here two seasons 
ago, but it was the least satisfactory presenta- 
tion of any work they offered, The perform- 
ance of last evening came, therefore, as a 
delightful Thanksgiving feast after a long 
period of deprivation. 

To say the performance was an excellént 
one is to put it mildly. It was beyona question 
the most perfect the opera has ever received 
in this city, and the statement is made while 
well remembering that many noted artisu 
have been heard here in the leading roles, and 
that the work has been given here at 
a festival with festiv surround- 
ings and a cast of unusual strength. 
Not alone was last evening’s presen- 
tation exceptional in the perfection of the 
ensemble work, the splendor of its mount- 
ings, costumes, Stage pictures, but 
every role from Faust to Wagner was in 
the hands of artists not alone competent, 
but of an artistic stature truly great. 

This notable cast contained Jean de Reszke 
as Faust, his brother Edouard as Mephisto, 
Emma Eames as Marguerite, Mme. Scalchi 
as Siebel, Mlle. Bauermeister as Martha, Sig. 
Martapoura as Valentine, and Sig. Vaschetti 
as Wagner. 

The opera was given according to the French 
version, the fourth act opening with a scene 
in Marguerite’s house, in which the additional 
aria for Siebel, Quando a te lieta” is sung.

death of Valentine. 

Jean de Reszke added another leaf to the 
crown of laurel he has won during the last 
three weeks. Study and further observation of 
this great artist and his methods but serve to 
strengthen and deepen respect one feels 
for him and his work. Every phrase, every 
shading reveals intelligence and artistic per- 
ception of the highest order, while his acting’ 
shows a study of ‘minor details and of the 
subtleties of dramatic art that is truly phenom- 
enal. Perhaps no finer proof can given 
of this careful consideration of every element 
in the character he is portraying and which 
gives truth to nature than was noticed last 
night in his singing of the same music under 
two different dramatic conditions, 

Jenn de Reszke’s Versatility. 

When Mephisto asks Faust what he desires— 
glory, fame, or power—tne latter replies by 
wishing for the pieasures of youth. The aria 
„Jo voglio il piacer gives voice to this wish. 
Later, when the old philosopher has deen 
transformed to the 8 he sings 
the same aria to express the delight he feels 
in the exuberance of youth and strength. 
Usually this aria is sung with exactly the same 
expression and shading both times it occurs. 
Jean de Reszke, however, sings it the first 
time as the old man would sing it, brokenly, 
almost weakly, with an expression of thi 
indefinite sadness and longing experienced in 
speaking of pleasure past but wished 
for in vain. The second time the 
ana is a veritable shout of joy and 
triumph, sung with full voice and with the 
spirit and fire of youth. This is but a detail, 
yet it reveals most careful study and consid- 
eration of the role, and is the secret of Jean 
de Reszke’s finished art, an art which is found 
in everything he does. Throughout all his 
work as Faust this 11 and artistic 
finish are shown, making his interpretation, 
vocally and histrionically, beyond aught save 
the must laudatory criticism. Of his singing, 
the beauty of his Salve Dimora, and of the 
love music of the “Garden scene,” deserve 
mention for their surpassing worth. 

Edouard de Reszke’s Mephisto is a veritd- 
ble revelation. Never has the part been 
so intelligently, so satisfactorily acted and 
sung in Chicago. M. ke has 
succeeded in mak the fiend truly 
““unbel cavaliere.”’ te is nothing 
of the spectacular devil or the buffoon about 
his Mephisto. He is outwardty a gentleman, 
a jolly good fellow, but the spirit of incarnate 
evil is there, The auditor spectator always 
realize this.

NEW ENGLAN D FAMISHING FOR WATER. 


Greatest Drought Known Throughout the 
Northern Portion, 

Bosrox, Mass., Nov. 26.—(Special. ]|—Maine 
needs a thorough wetting down. So, too, does 
New Hampshire. ‘Vermont, as well, could 
stand a good drenching. The big Maine 
rivers began to feel the effect of the drought 
upon the sources of ‘their supply, and grad- 
ually they lost their strength to bear 
back the strong ocean tides until the salt 
waters of the Atlantic made inland to a point 
seldom if ever before reached. Lumbermen 
are affected. Icemen look on in dismay. 
Great hives of industrial activity have been 
forced either to curtail production or to 
wholly shut down because of the scarcity of 
water. Farmers are forced to drive their 
stock miles to water. A dispatch from Gardi- 
ner, Me,, says that there has never before been 
such a drought in that vicinity. 

re were seventeen different mills and 
manufacturing concerns on the Cobossee 
Contee stream in Gardiner City, and for several 
weeks these concerns have been tak 
turns“ to get their power. The big sawmi 
of H. W. Jewett & Co., in Kennebec County, 
8 one of tne beaviest losers. concern 
have about $75,000 worth of logs on 
hand, Owing to low water can- 
not saw more than one-half the time 
and where they should be cutting 600 logs a 
day they are — out about 200. A 
dispatch from Keene, N. H., says: This 
section of New Haupshire is suffering from a 
very unusual drought, marked by the exhaus- 
tion of streams, large springs, and wells on 
which industries and domestic supplies de- 
pend. Goose Pond and Woodward’s Pond, 
sources of Keene’s water supply, are very low. 
Many of the shops have either been 
forced to shut down or have put in 
steam engines.” From Montpelier, YVt., 
comes: “The long-continued drought 
affects Vermont in some sectiv. , quite serious- 
ly. Franklin County is about the worst suf- 
ferer, and that portion around St. Albans 
shows the 8383 shrinkage. The town of 
West Randolph has been threatenel with seri- 
ous results. The numerous springs southwest 
of the village have, with few exceptions, 
ceased to flow and the reserve supply in the 
reservoir for fire purposes has been heavily 
drawn upon. 


EFFECT OF SMOKELESS POWDER.

It Threatens to Work a Revolution 
Art of Warfare Generally. 
United Service Magazine: As to the proba- 
ble effect of smokeless powder in war, fortress 
guus will still be easily localized with a field- 
glass, but if the attacking batteries be con- 
structed at long range, behind parapets, with 
low command, and not indicated by freshly 
stirred earth, the enemy will be at first puz- 
zied to localize them. At all times, too, field 
artillery, opening suddenly at various places 
and distances, would, with the aid of smoke- 
less powder, be more difficult to reply to 
effectively than formerly. It is, however, in 
casements that. smokeless powder would be 
very valuable, as not substantially incumber- 
ing or vitiating the atmosphere iuside.

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The Hyde Park authorities reserved the 
right to license, outside of prohibition dis- 
triets, only as many saloons as they deemed 
the public good would justify. If they 
thought a certain section of the village had 
enough, a person wishing to open a new 
dramshop could be refused a license. The 
court says on this important point: 
* By passing a general ordinance on the subject 
‘the municipal authorities may determine when, 
to whom, and under what circumstances licenses 
may be granted, and if such ordinance is not un- 
reasonable the power of the executive officers of 
the municipality to issue licenses will thereafter 
be. controlled and measured by its terms. If no 
is reserved in relation to the number or 
location of the dramshops to be licensed, then 
none can be exercised, and the duty becomes 
mandatory upon the executive officers to issue 
licensee to all applicants who comply with the 
prescribed terms. if, on the other hand. a diserc- 


ion is reserved as to the number or location of 


the dramshops to be licensed such discretion may 


do exercised by the officers charged with the duty 


-otiesuing the licenses, and if the ordinance re- 
stricts the location of dramshops to certain por- 
Mons of the municipal territory, said officers have 
no power to issue licenses except in obedierce to 
said restrictions. 

N follows, therefore, that the Chicago Coun- 
eil has full power not only to establish prohi- 
bition districts of varying areas within the 
eity, but that it can forbid the granting of 
Saloon licenses near churches or schools, and

A SINGULAR CURBSTONE E DECISION. 

By order of Judge Sherwood, sitting in place 
of Judge Scales in the County Court, the as- 
sessment roll for the paving of Wabash ave- 
nue from Twenty-second to Thirty-fifth street 
with asphalt has been annulled. When the 
ease was heard last Monday there was much 
opposition, partly based on the fact that some 
of the property-owners preferred the far in- 
ferior cedar blocks, but the fight was on the 
technical point that the ordinance was in- 
definite in regard to the curbstones. The 
court held that it should have specified what 
curbstones now in the street were in good 
condition, and that where new ones are called 
for by the ordinance the provision was void 
unless it specified in detail what particular 
stones were in good condition. 

If this decision be good law it is not good 
sense, and it may prove fatal to the making of 
this class of improvements in the streets of 
Chicago. Where limestone has been used for 
curbstones the only way in which one can find 
out whether it be in good or bad condition is 
for the city to dig a trench down to the bot- 
tom of the curbstones extending the whole 
length of the street to be paved, and to be 
thorough this trench must be dug on both 
sides of the stone. The presence or absence 
of cleavage or weathering on the top surface 
is no gauge to the condition of things -below. 
Often the part of the curbstdne above seems 
fairly sound, but below it decayed, split up, 
and rotten. If the plan laid down by Judge 
Sherwood has to be carried out the city will 
not be able to proceed with the improvement 
of a street without going to the preliminary 
expense and trouble of trenching all along 
both sides and examining and marking the 
condition of every piece of stune along the 
line. 

And it was further held by the court that the 
Council cannot delegate to the Commissioner 
of Public Works its power to determine those 
questions. That tends to additionally com- 
plicate the work and vastly increase the delay, 
if not the expense, of the undertaking. Who 
is to pay for all the red tape and the cost of 
handling it? Who will care to undertake the 
trouble and bother of carrying through a 
street improvement, the performance of which 
is attended by so many difficulties as will be 
inseparable from it if Judge Sherwood is in 
the right in this matter? How does it happen 
that the ordinances bear such nonsensical in- 
terpretations? 

The proper view to take of the business 1s 
to look upon any designated street improve- 
ment as a Whole. It is effected for the bene- 
fit of all the property-owners, who are assessed 
in proportion to the amount of their interest 
in the entire work. A man is not supposed to 
be assessed specifically for the setting of par- 
ticular curbstones in front of his premises or 
for the fillmg in of a few inches more of earth 
under the paving in front of his property than 
may be required a little further along the 
street on either side of him. He is assessed 
pro rata for the improvement in proportion to 
his frontage, and that is asufficiently accurate 
basis for estimating his relative benefit as is 
practicable where a great many such im- 
provements have to be made in the course of 
each year. To insist upon so specific defini- 
tion of share in the responsibility and expense 
as laid down by this Judge would be fatal to 
street improvement. 

The decision is an extraordinarily narrow 
one, whether considered as a matter of law or 
equity. It is based on an imperfect concep- 
tion of city needs, precedents, and customs, 
and applicable only, if at all, to the carrying 
out of improvements on country roads. For 
this reason application ought to be made to 
Judge Scales, who is the regular presiding 
officer in that court, to grant a rehearing of 
the case so that the decision may be set aside 
and the steady uniform practice of the city 
sustained and common sense prevail. Other- 
wise this decision may not only prove a com- 
plete block to street improvement for the fut- 
ure, but may be badly retroactive, being 
cited by persous anxious to evade payment of 
assessments which have been made and all or 
part of the work done. It may throw a heavy 
bill of damage expense on the city and result 
in the stoppage of street improvements ur- 
gently needed. 


A VALUABLE BEQUEST TO CHICAGO 
SCIENCE DEFEATED. 

Another will made by a shrewd business- 
man has been broken and a portion of the 
vast wealth accumulated by him out of the 
people of Chicago has been diverted from the 
course he wished it to take. The late William 
B. Ogden, so well known in Chicago as one of 
its most prominent and public-spirited citi- 
zens, died in 1877 and left an estate estimated 
to be worth $8,000,000 to $10,000,000. In his 
will he divided the property into twenty 
shares, the income of one share and a half to 
be devoted to such charitable uses as a ma- 
jority of my executors and trustees elect and 
appoint,” durmg the lives of his widow and 
son-in-law. At their death the principal was 
to be devoted to the same purpose, and what- 
ever portion of the one and a half shares was 
not applied to the aforesaid charity was to go 
to indigent heirs. As might have been ex- 
pected, certain hoggish Eastern nephews and 
nieces have contested this clause in the will, 
and Judge Patterson of the Supreme Court of 
New York has sustained the technical point 
made by them and holds that the clause is void 
under the laws of New York, because the 
clause is indefinite and no beneficiary is 
named who can bring suit to claim his 
rights. 

The trustees carried out ‘their trust in the 
spirit which Mr. Ogden desired. After long 
conferences they decided to devote 70 per 
cent of the one and a half shares. amounting to 
between $300,000 and $500,000, to the Univer- 
sity of Chicago for scientific education, which 
would leave the remaining 30 per cent for the 
benefit of the poorer heirs. This was an ap- 
propriate and excellent decision on their part, 
and no one would have applauded it more 
heartily than Mr. Ogden himself. He made 
his great fortune in Chicago mainly in the 
rise of real estate. He had a peculiar pride 
in this city and its institutions, particularly 
those of learnmg. Though many ot his inter- 
ests were of a national character he was pe- 
culiarly identified with Chicago, and the ad- 
miration and love which he felt for this city 
it also telt for him as one of its most honored 
citizens. Had the bequest been applied in 
the spirit of the generous donor it would 
have gone towards the endowment of a scien- 
tific department to be attached to the univer- 
sity, which would have been known by his 
name and would have perpetuated his fame. 
The decision of the trustees has now been 
thwarted by the opposition of the greedy, 
porcine New York heirs, and the Supreme 
Court of that State has sustained them in 
their mean, selfish position. 

The outcome of this contest is another 
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moon. Through . their greediness the uni- 
versity is not the only aufferer. ‘The indigent 
heirs who need the money will not get a cent 


of it. Under such exasperating circumstances 


as these would it not be well for the lawyers of 


this country to concen their abilities on 
the production of some of a will which 
will enable testators to leave property as they 
desire, so long as the bequest is proper and 
legitimate, and preserve it from the assaults 
of ravenous heirs? Better still, Shall it not 
be a warning to generously disposed men, who 
wish to do something for a city which has 
done so much for them and given them the 
opportunity to acquire miliions of “ unearned 
increment” gain, to bestow some of it 
on such beneficiaries as they desire while 
they are living, and thus make sure not only 
that the beneficiary will get it but that it will 


be applied in the proper manner, and that the 


institution will be organized and launched 


under their watchful supervision? It is useless 


to depend upon the generosity or public spirit 


sof heirs, for where money is concerned there 


is nothing meaner, more selfish, grasping, and 
hoggish than human nature in New York. 


TWO OLD WHIGS OF THE DEMOCRACY. 
The Sun and the Times, the two leading Dem- 
ocratic papers of New York, are carrying on a 
lively little war over the tariff. question. The 
first of these papers is edited by an old Whig, 
who drifted into the Democracy soon after the 
war for some inscrutable reason, but who took 
his Whig protection principles along with him 
and has kept them fresh and sweet to the pres- 
ent day. The second was, up toa few weeks 
ago, owned and managed by aman who had 
been a Whig and protectionist until a few 
years ago. He became a mugwump in 1884 
from dislike to Blaine, and abandoned protec- 
tion with the other principles of his party 
when he left it to join the party of Jefferson 
and Calhoun. He became a free-trader and a 
zealous one, as is customary with converts, 
and his successors are as zealous as he was. 
The Times, having got rid of every shred 
and mark of its old Whiggery,“ is clamoring 
for the election of Mills as Speaker because he 
is more for the British free-trade system 
than any of the other candidates, and says the 
following influences are trying to defeat him: 


There is the Charles A. Dana influence, the 
potency and effect of which upon the Democratic 
organism can be explained only by a reference to 
rattlesnakes. There is the David B. Hill influ- 
ence, the influence that beat the Democrats in 
1888. Then there are the lesser Democrats of the 
Randall stripe—only a handful all told, but 
skillful in tricks and intrigue. 


The old Whig, Dana, who is spoken of as 
a “rattlesnake,”’ answers thusly: 


Then the free-trade organ of the free-trade can- 
didate proceeds to attack and insult in his behalf 
the very Democrats who ¢arried the country last 
year for the Democracy; the very Democrats who 


are now looking beyond Mills and his policy of 


chronic disaster to a policy of union and victory 
in 1892. Senator Gorman is insulted by the Mills 
and free-trade organ, and in his person is insulted 
every Democrat who remembers Gorman’s splen- 
did services to the party, and honors him as a 
leader who leads to victory. The memory of 
Samuel J. Randall, beloved by every Democrat. 
hated by every mugwump, is next the object of 
this free-trade mugwump venom, Then comes 
Mr. Crisp of Georgia, whom the Democrats, as 
distinguished from free-traders of the Mills and 
mugwump stamp, are proud to reckon in their 
number; Mr. Crisp is a candidate for Speaker, he 
has not declared himself for “absolute free 
trade and an income tax.“ and he is therefore 
held up to ridicule by the New York Times as the 
dupe and the tool of traitors. 


These extracts justify the comment that 
there is a lack of harmony among the great 
ex-Whig orgens of the Democratic party in 
the great Tammany Hall city of New York, 
and that their differenees, set forth in such 
calm and moderate language as quoted, are 
indicative of the existence of differences in 
the party generally. The ex-Whig of the 
Sun would not speak as he does unless he had 
a backing; unless there were other old Whigs 
in its party who had not given up their an- 
cient faith in protection, and who are for 
Crisp for Speaker, because he has given them 
some assurances that he will do nothing lead- 
ing to free trade on the tariff question. We 
suspect he was an old Whig himself befo’ 
the wah, as Majah Jones pronounces it. 

The receat elections, notably the one in 
Ohio, have not merely chilled the ardor of 
the out-and-out free-traders like Mills and the 
New York Post people, but they have called 
back to life the Randall protectionists, who 
were supposed to have been squelched by 
President Cleveland. They are emerging 
everywhere from their shelves, a little moldy, 
perhaps, as the result of their long “ back- 
number condition, bat in good fighting 
trim, ready to rally around the ex-Whig Dana 
in che East and Carter Harrison in the West, 
whenever the latter makes up his mind to 
raise the old Henry Clay flag of protection to 
American industry. 


THE PENSIONING OF MRS. JEFF DAVIS. 

The Richmond (Va.) Dispatch has made the 
proposition, and it has been secouded by other 
Southern papers, that a pension shall be paid 
from the State Treasury to the widow of 
Jefferson Davis on the ground that she should 
be placed upon the same footing that the 
United States Government places thé widows 
of its Presidents. The Richmond Dispatch is 
one of the most rabid of the Southern Bour- 
bon organs, which continues to wear crape 
and mourn for the Lost Cause,” and one of 
the most outspoken in its denunciations of 
the National Government. It is somewhat 
remarkable, however, to find that other papers 
in the South, claiming to be loyal to the 
Union, have indorsed its proposition. 

Should the Virginia Legisiature take such a 
step as is urged by the Dispatch it will arouse 
widespread indignation, not on account of 
Mrs. Davis personally, but by reason of what 
such action would signify. If Mrs. Davis is 
in poor circumstances no one in the North 
would be so churlish as to object to a popular 
subscription for her benefit throughout the 
Southern States, and on the grounds of 


humanity and respect far a personally deserv-” 


ing lady overtaken by poverty in her old age, 
such a subscription might include numerous 
Northern names if it were submitted from 
that point of view. But the Dispatch does not 
make the proposition from any such stand 
point. It claims this pension because she is the 
widow of the leader of | the secession and dis- 
union movement and of the man who more 
than any other helped to precipitate the un- 
holy and desperate effort of the slaveholders 
of the South to disrupt the Union and 
establish the Southern Confederacy, of which 
he was the alleged President. It has put 
forth this proposition to commit the Demo- 
cratic State of Virginia to an official recogni- 
tion of the ex-Confederacy, a quarter of a 
century after the overthrow of that insurgent 


| organization, and of the claim which Jefferson 


Davis maintained to the day of his death that 
he was the President of a dozen Southern 
States. The proposition is an evil one in it- 
self and is made doubly so by the offensive 
statement that “Mrs. Davis must be placed 
upon an equality with ‘widows of other 
Presidents of the U States. 828 
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did not specify when the gymnastié perform- 
ances were to .

But according to the Her- 
ald he has been drawing wroagful profits 
from the consumer for years, and as he has 
been the sole beneficiary of protection, there 
is no reason why any tenderness should be 
shown him. 

Perhaps the temporary shock is the one 
the recent electiolls gave the nerves of the 
Herald. Before they came off it insisted that 
the whole system of licensed spoliation ” 
must be swept away, and that nobody would 
be injured thereby. After the elections it is 
willing to postpone the repeal of the system 
of plunder until it can be done without pro- 
ducing a temporary shock.“ Has the Her- 
ald any well-defined ideas as to when that will 
be, and can it describe the nature of the shock 
it wishes to avoid? 

Mr. Springer, the Herald’s candidate for 
Speaker, also has the temporary shock on 
the brain. He is for referring the tariff ques- 
tion to a committee to investigate whether 
there will be a shock, and if so hew to avoid it, 
to report after the Presidential election is 
over.

THE LAST OF THE BEETHOVENS. 
A Vienna dispatch brings the intelligence 
that Caroline Beethoven, the last descendant 
of the great composer, died in that city a few 


days ago in poverty and amid scenes of pe- 


culiar sadness. Beethoven had three brothers 
and two sisters, but all of them, save one 
trother, died in childhood. The surviving 
brother had but, one child, the graceless 
nephew who gavé the composer so much 
trouble in his old. age. It is probable, there- 
fore, that Caroline Beethoven was the daughter 
of this nephew. The, dispatch says the 
wealth of the famous ancestor had been dissi- 
pated as his fame had been enhanced.” This 
would give thé unpression that Beethoven was 
rich, which was far from being the case. He 
was distressed for want of money all his life, 
though in his closing days he had a small pen- 
sion granted him. His entire estate at the 
time of his death amounted to less than $5,000, 
and the large part of this he had left un- 
touched, being in trust for his nephew, whom 

devotedly loved in spite of his worthless 
character. It may well be believed, therefore, 
that when he came in possession of the money 
he soon squandered it in dissipation and that the 
last of the Beethovens in consequence died in 
extreme poverty. 

It is a sad coincidence that the families of 
the two greatest composers of the world, 
Bach and Beethoven, are both extinct. Bee- 
thoven was never married; and when he died 
only this nephew ana his stepmother re- 
mained. Bach, however, was twice married, 
and had seven children by his first wife and 
thirteen by his second, but the last of his 
name, Regina Susanna, died several years 
agoin poverty, which Beethoven tried to mit- 
igate by givmg her the proceeds of one of his 
compositions. It is the same old story of 
neglect and poverty that is told in the careers 
of many of the world’s great masters of mu- 
sic. Bach died poor and his last resting place 
is unknown. Today a man named Bach 
was buried,“ is the only record in the register 
at Leipsic. Mozart’s grave is unknown. 
„What have you there? was the question 
asked the driver of the hearse by the ceme- 
tery-keeper. Only a capelimeister,”’ was 
the answer, and the body was left unmarked 
in what we should now consider to be the 
potter’s field. Beethoven's grave was neglect- 
ed and unknown for years. The three great 
immortals asked for bread and they were 
given a stone in life. In death two of them 
were not given even that.

STRIKES IN NEW YORK. 

The New York Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has issued its eighth annual report, which is a 
full and, in some respects, an able document. 
It deals with the question of the eight-hour 
day for labor, its ‘effect on immigration and 
on wages, the factory system, the influence of 
machinery on the labor market, and the 
strikes and boycotts of the statistical year. 
For the latter it gives some interesting statis- 
tics. In New York State during the twelve 
months there were 6,358 strikes in 170 trades, 
and 93,984 persons were engaged in these 
struggles with the employing class. A reduc- 
tion in the hours of labor was obtained in 3,085 
cases, 1,941 establishments report an increase 
of wages after the strikes, 3,746 reported no 


change in the wage scale, and 44% note a de- 


crease. Thus it appears that 4,026 strikes, or 
about 60 per cent, resulted either in an in- 
crease of wages or a reduction in the hours of 
toil. The report states that 5,566 of the 
strikes were successful, 169 compromised, 465 
unsuccessful, and 58 were still pending at the 
close of the year. If both these sets of figures 
are correct it must be concluded that more 
than 2,200 of: the strikes, or fully one-third, 
were on issues in which neither the hours of 
work nor the rate of compensation therefor 
were considered, 

The gain in wages in one year resulting 
from all the strikes is placed at $3,122,833, the 
amount lost by the strikers in wages at $1,380,- 
164, and the amount expended for the relief of 
strikers at $131,519. Thus the loss in wages 
and expenses was nearly equal to the gain of 
six months, supposing there be po fallmg back 
in the wage scale from any cause and no 
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r n tor them, 


they cannot afford to lose sight from a purely 
selfiah point of view. It is seldom that organ- 
ized struggles. between employers and em- 
ployed do not result to the disadvantage ot 


doth to au extent which cannot be measured 


by any mere change in the wage scale either 
way. And one of the most cheering signs of 
the mental progress of the age is the fact that 
many of the workers now profess to be able to 
see this, admitting that tne strike is a two- 
edged weapon that cuts both ways and not in- 
frequently resembles a boomerang in its recoil 
upon the one who resorts to its use.

STRIKE OF FRENCH COAL-MINERS., 


It Is Spreading and Fears Are Entertained 
That It Will Become General, 

Panis, Nov. 26.—The strike ot 49,000 miners 
in the Department of Pas-de-Calais has caused 
the consumers of large quantities of coal to 
look elsewhere for.a supply of fuel. Fears are 
entertdined by manufacturers in the Depart- 
ment du Nord, which 1s also a large coal- pro- 
ducing region, that the trouble may spread 
among the miners: in that department, in 
which case they would be compelled to shut 
down all their works. A uumber of the Pas- 
de-Calais manufacturers’ have succeeded in 
importing coal, however, and large quantities 
2 German and Belgian mines are arriving 

aily. 

A dispatch fram Lens says that in addition 
to the six arbitrators appointed by the mine- 
owners to meet a similar number appointed 
by the strikers, there have also been appointed 
umpires, This fact is regarded as proof that 
the mine-owners have no expectation that the 
arbitrators will be able to arrive at an agree- 
ment. A dispatch from Lourches, a town in 
the Department du Nord, announces that the 
miners employed in a large colliery there, 
impregnated with the general discontent pre- 
vailing in the northern French coal fields, 
went on strike today. It is believed with rea- 
son that unless the coal-mine owners in gen- 
eral make some concessions to their employés 
the strike will assume enormous proportions. 


AMERICAN SECURITIES ARE STRONG. 


In the Londen Marketa Generally Health- 
ier Feeling Shown All Along the Live. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 

Loxpon, Nov. 26.—The American market 
was quiet today but not strong, and prices 
closed at the best, with strong buyers of 
Northern Pacific preferred at 74½, Atchison 
4s at 8644, Louisville at 80%, and Missouri 
at 17. Canadian Pacific advanced to 
90%. and Grand Trunks, after rising 
fractionally, left off unchanged. The 
Continental bourses were firm, and 
the changes forthe day are unimportant ex- 
cept Brazilian bonds, which lost most of yes- 
terday’s advance. Ru paper rose M on a 
rumor from Paris published in the Times that 
silver is to be bought by the Russian govern- 
ment with the object of establishing a silver 
standard in Russia. Money is more 
plentiful today, but rates are unchanged. 
The bank return shows that the reserve 
is over £15,250,000, being an increase of near- 
ly 4900, 000, which is about the amount of the 
increase in the deposits. The other changes 
show an increase of £700,000 borrowed by the 
bank on consols and loaned again on bills. 
The Bank of France and the Imperial Bank of 
Germany show similar increases in cash re- 
serves. Discounts opened nominally at 3%, 
but after the publication of the bank return 
rates fell and business was done under 36 per 
cent. 


SALES INTHE LONDON WOOL MARKET. 


Eight Thousand Bales Are Offered, and 
Cempetition Was Animated and Keen. 
Loxpox, Nov, 26.—At the wool sales today 

8,600 bales were offered. There was a large 

attendance. ‘The offerings consisted largely 

of New South Wales and were generally of 
good quality. The competition was animated, 
and tone firmer.

But if the losses are less, or the expenses 
are less, or the interest eatued is more than

How is the reduced cost of the whole business 
te be adjusted among the members? Ob- 
viously it can be dune only by reducing each 
man’s premium proporti ly. 

If the business as a whole has cost in any 
year less than was assumed in calculating the 
premiums, then the premiums were, for that 


have a ber- 


paid. Mutuality demands the return 

vf his own overpayment. Then all will stand 
on the same footing relatively as if the whole 
business had cost tne w of the premiums. 

If each receives back his own overpayment 
then each will have paid the company for the 
year just what his risk has cost the company 
for the year, and will have paid in just the 
same proportion as if there had been no sav- 
ings from losses, expenses, or interest—no 
overpayments—and as if it had required all 
the premiums and all the interest to meet 
losses and expenses and provide the reserve. 

But if these savings or overpayments are 
distributed in any other proportion, then some, 
by getting back more and others by getting 
less than their own overpayment, are made to 
pay less or more than their share of the yearly 
whole cost, and to pay in a different propor- 
tion than if the cost had taken all the pre- 
ng and interest to meet it, leaving no sur- 
plus. 

Obviously, one’s proportionate share of the 
whole cost of a year’s insurance ought not to 
| be greater when there is a savmg than when 
there is none. ' 

These considerations would seem to settle 
conclusively the methods by which dividends 
of surplus or returns of overpayments should 
be made, either for mutuality or fairness. 

WHEN SHOULD THEY BE MADE? * 

Since the return of surplus simply adjusts 
the assumed cost and the actual cost of insur- 
ance and is, in effect, merely a return of over- 
payments, it should be made as often as the 
actual cost is ascertained— whenever the over- 
payment is determined, The premiums are 
paid in and interest is earned and collected 
year by year; the losses and expenses are paid 
and the reserve provided year by year; each 
year’s income and outgo are ced by 
themselves. eost of insurance is deter- 
mined and met in and for each year by itself. 
The savings, surplus, or overpayments are de- 
termined in and for each year by itself. There 
is no reason why the surplus should not be re. 
turned each year, or such portion of it as pru- 
dence will allow; no reason why such portion 
as may be safely divided should be retained 
for any period of years. Especially is this 
true of any company with a considerable 
business and an experience sufficient to estab- 
lish the safety of its assumptions as to mortal- 
ity and interest and which doesn’t expect to 
spend for expenses more than its future pre- 
miums will provide. 

The whole substance of mutual life-insur- 
ance method is that each man shall get his in- 
surance at its yearly cost to the company. 

The natural course of business, therefore, in 
a mutual life-insurance company would be to 
charge a premium certain to be large enough 
for all contingencies; to select its risks care- 
fully so as to keep well within thé assumed 
mortality; to invest its reserves as profitably 
as is consistent with perfect safety; to keep 
its expenses as low as possible; in all these 
ways trying to make the yearly cost as small 
as possible on the business as a whole, and 
then each year dividing the surplus or over- 
payments to those who contributed them in 
the proportion of contribution or overpay- 
ment, so giving to each policyholder his in- 
surance at just what it has cost the company 
to carry him for the year, neither making him 
pay more than that cost giving him less 
than his proportion of the division and giving 
the rest to some favored person or class, nor 
allowing him to pay less than that cost by giv- 
ing him more than bis proportionate share, 
taken from some cther policyholder or class, 
Thus the company receives from each policy- 
holder all that it has cost to him, and 
thus each policyholder pays yearly no more 
than it costs to carry him—a perfect bal- 
anced transaction, 

IMPORTANCE OF NON-FORFEITURE,. 

And mutuality produces another most im- 
portant practical result. No man knows how 
long he may be able to carry all the insur- 
ande protection his family needs. They are 
pretty certain always to need it, Financial 
reverses or ill health and the loss of power 
to earn money may at any ‘time come to pre- 
vent his carrying his insurance further. And 
the less able he becomes to pay the more 
does his family need all the insurance they can 
possibly get; and all they can then get is all 
too little. 

lf, now, he is insured in a company which 
truly and thoroughly fulfills the promise of 
mutuality, aa he is — or no — — 
needs, to carry his icy, company no 
longer need for t purpose what he had 
been from year to year contributing to the re- 
serve, and his share of or contribution to the 
reserve will then be used as a single premium 
fora paid-up policy for such amount as it 
ought to buy with full regard to the principles 
of mutuality. 

Then, in any case, whether he goes on or 
stops, and whether he stops from eMvice or 
necessity, he will receive some form of 
policy all the insurance he has paid for, and 
the company will receive its pay for all 
the insurance it gives.

The hope that the religion of Jesus 
will conquer will allay the world’s fever 
and strife and pain is in this, that it offers 
bread. Religion may have less of the 
emotional than it once had, but it has more 
of priueiple and is closer wedded to morality. 
Socialism is finding its truest foundations at 
the heart of Jesus of Nazareth. No skep- 
ticism, no shallow conceit of flippant doubter, 
ean ignore the riches of that candor in 
Christianity today which not only suffers but 
demands investigation. 

Legacies from organized Christian endeavor, 
temperance unions whose plans embrace and 
whose agitations shake the world, from guilds, 
and leagues, and clubs, and societies, and 
schools innumerable, legacies of help, instruc- 
tion, sacrifice, and go down to coming 
generations. Institutions, parties, creeds, and 
churches even may fail, but life nourished in 
the Lord cannot die. Observatories may be 
blown down, telescopes destroyed, or astron- 
omy revised but the stars shine on. Itmaydo 
us a relished good then that we see the world 
agitated, old parchments torn up, constitu- 
tions remodeled, and new forms of truth ap- 
pearing. The whole yearning of all that 
round me is, from the seed at my feet, the 
child at his studies, to the angel who desires 
to know redemption’s mysteries, is to be born 
to something higher. ligions may grow old 
or pass away, but Christianity is deathless.

Logs Cut with a Kuife. 

There was exhibited yesterday at Greenpoint, 
L. I., a machine which is expected to revolutionize 
the lumber business. This machine cuts lumber 
without any waste, and there is no sawdust what- 
ever. In cutting lumber witha saw there is a 
great loss which goes into sawdust. The new in- 
vention, which is called the Bradley draw cutting 
machine, is designed to cut thin boards and 
planks, and will cut in different thicknesses vary- 
ing from one thirty-second of an inch to an inch. 
The inventor is Thomas 8. Crane, and he and Dr. 
E. Bradley, who.is the principal owner, have been 
at work on it for five years. 

The saving of lumber that this machine will ef- 
fect will be very great. Mr. Lewis said that in 
small lumber, one-quarter and one-half an inch 
in thickness, one-quarter of the log is lost in saw- 
dust. Then another eighth is lost in planing. and 
the lumberman in praparing his lumber for use 
loses three-cighths of the Jog.

force. 

Before en the English Narrows every 
vessel slings out its boats, half lowered, to be 
ready in case of running upon rock or reef, 
The entire crew is told off for special service 
in case of any emergency. A number stand 
in the stern prepared to rig the auxiliary steer- 
ing apparatus in the twinkling of an eye 
should that in customary use give way. 
boatewain and carpenter remain at the wind- 
lass in the prow ready to let go the anchor at 
a moment’s notice. In one this channel 
is barely 600 feet across, with slack water on 
one side and a powerful current on the other. 

Messier Channel is not much wider, with 
walls of perpendicular rock on both sides 
frum 2,000 to 3,000 feet high. Near its farther 
end ie a huge dome-shaped mountain, a mass 
of solid granite without a sign ot verdure; 
down which cascades trickle, some of them 
frozen into miniature glaciers. 

Every afternoon, immediately on coming to 
anchor so as to make the most of the short 
twilight, the Captain allowed his passengers 
to go ashore, himself selecting the best land- 
ing places. Sailors were detailed to take care 
of the picnickers, to build huge fires by piling 
brushwood around some tall pine tree, and to 
roast in its ashes the mussels that literally 
line the rocks, 

On these uncanny excursions nobody ven- 
tured far inland. deterred as much by fear 
of prowling Patagonians as by the deep wet 
moss. There are neither reptiles nor danger- 
ous beasts to be encountered here, foranimals 
know better than to make their homes so near 
the inhospitable south pole. But one has rea- 
son to be afraid of the indigenous human spe- 
cies, though rarely met, unless his party out- 
numbers theirs. 

One windy afternoon in the half hour be- 
tween sunset and darkness I wandered alone 
a short distance from the signal-fire and found 
a cluster of deserted nuts set close to the 
beach, each surrounded by a mighty pile of 
mussel shells, The nomadic Indians of this 
section, subsisting on berries and raw sea 
food, roam from place to place, according to 
the season. They build huts in favorite 
localities for use whenever they re- 
turn thereto—skeleton houses made by plant- 
ing both ends of lithe poles, interlaced in the 
ground, on top of which skins can be spread 
when theowners wish to occupy them. Each 
hut was about three feet high by perhaps five 
feet across, shaped precisely like an inve 
circular basket. Trying to fancy how it would 
feel to be a Patagonian I crawled into one of 
them, and was rewarded for my lowly-minded- 
ness by finding a fishing spear made of a long 
bone, notched on one side like saw-teeth, and 
a baglike basket of woven reeds. 


CLOSE TO A BURNING LAKE, 


It Is One-Third of a Mile Across and Lies 
in the Crater of Kilauea. 

Seattle Post-Intelligencer: The following 
extracts are from a private letter to his father 
in this city, written by W. I. Wells, a govern- 
ment teacher on the Island of Kanai, Hawaiian 
Islands, describing a visit to Kilauea, the vol- 
cano near Hilo: 

“A strange-looking cloud hung over the 
spot, but nothing else showed us where to look 
for the great wonder. On we went, over lava 
rock, through volcano sand, now and then 
stopping to strip a bush of ohela berries, till 
at last we reached the summit and could look 
down into the great crater of Kilauea. What 
Aid we see? First, a hole seven miles in cir- 
cum ference and 300 to 600 feet deep, the bot- 
tom covered with black, shining lava, which 
looked in the distance nearly as level and 
smooth as a floor. Near one side of this large 
opening was another whose bottom we could 
not see. But we knew from the clouds of thin 
vapor that rose up that here was the great 
burning lake we had cume so far to see. 
Six months ago we could have seen 
the tire trom this point. At that time 
the inner hole did not exist; In its place 
were two lakes, joined by hard lava, like the 
rest of the crater floor. One of these lakes 
was at the level of the lava, the other had 
thrown up around itself a cone of broken lava 
200 feet high. Numerous cracks were to be 
seen over the bed of the crater, through which 
could be seen the burning lava below, while 
an occasional overflow from one of the lakes 
sent a fresh stream over the surface. All this 
was suddenly changed. In February while a 
party of tourists were visiting the crater they 
suddenly felt the floor give way beneath them. 
The guide called out that they must return as 
soon as possible, and the party were quite will- 
ing to obey. Ail that night earthquakes shook 
the ground and the next afternoon the floor of 
the crater sank down 700 feet. The fire en- 
tirely disappeared, while at the same time 
Vesuvius burst out. For several weeks no 
lava was in sight. 

“Since that time it has been rising grad- 
ually until now it is about 300 feet below the 
surface. After lingering on the edge of the 
crater for some time we went on to the Vol- 
cano House, which is built near the edge of 
the crater, on one of the highest points. he 
here we went down into the crater. On reach- 
ing the edge of the small hole we got our first 
glimpse of the burning lake. I confess the 
tirst thought that came to me was not one of 
wonder or of awe. It reminded me of the 
time when we u to ‘sugar off’ and the 
kettle of yellow sirup threatened to boil over, 
But as the daylight faded the grandeur of the 
whole scene gradually came to me, and I felt 
as if I could stay there indefinitely, looki 
down at that great boiling caldron of melted 
rock. The hole itself is about a mile in cir- 
cum ference, the sides being perpendicular or 
sloping quickly down to the bottom. 
The burning lake is about one-half a mile 
in circumference. It was not all alive 
when we were there. The outer edges had 
hardened, presenting a black surface, seamed 
and broken. There were about six concentric 
circles of these cracka, rough and irregular, 
crossed by ether cracks, breaking up the sur- 
face into irregular blocks of brown rock with 
fiery threads of lava running between. All 
these blocks, except the outer row, were con- 
tinually moving toward the crater. slowly at 
first, but with ever-increasing rapidity, the 
cracks growing wider until they themselves 
cooled over, their edges forming two bands of 
fire instead of the one at first. In the center 
no brown stone showed itself. All was glow- 
ing hot aud terribly active, a seething, hiss- 
ing, boiling mass of fire, tossing from side to 
side, flinging the huge blocks that floated in 
from the sides high up in the air like so many 
pebbles and octasionally sending up great 
masses of fire fifty or seventy feet into the air, 
while the constant roar was like the distant 
booming of a storm-beaten beach. 

Now and then little whirlwinds would pass 
over the surtace, 22 up the solid crust 
and throwing showers of fiery sparks in all di- 
rections, while as the light of day faded the 
whole surface appeared covered with bright, 
starry points where the melted lava below 
shone t gh.”

SUICIDE IN THE EWROPEAN ARMIES. 


Austria Leads with 122 Suicides to Every 
10,000 Soldiers. 

New York Sun: Dr. Longer, who was ap- 
pointed at the late international medical con- 
vention of London to report about the num- 
ber of suicides gmong soldiers of various 
nationalities, has published the results of his in- 
vestigations. From the doctor’s report, based 
upon the military statistics from 1875 to 1887, 
it appears that the largest number of suicides 
occurred in the Austrian army, averaging 
every year 122 to every 10,000 soldiers. This 
does not include forty cases of foiled attempts 
at suicide, and it represents 20 per cent 
of the general mortality among the Austrian 
soldiers. 

Next to Austria is Germany, which from 
1878 to 1888 averaged sixty-three suicides to 
every 10,000 soldiers, not counting ten cases of 
unsuccessful attempts at self-destruction. In 
the Italian army from 1874 to 1889, on the 
average, forty soldiers in every 10, 000 com- 
mitted suicide every year. The French army 
from 1872 to 1889 lost in Europe twenty-nine 
soldiers to every 10,000 annually, and in 
Algeria it lost just twice as many by suicide. 
In Belgium there occurred twenty-four, in 

land twenty-three, in Russia twenty, and 
pain fourteen soidiers to every 10,000 com- 
mit suicide. 

In previous years in — peo the greatest 
number of suicides occurred among old sol- 
diers, but since the conditions of the service 
were chan the number of young suicides 
moreased in the army. In France, I r- 
many, and Austria most of the suicides are 
young soldiers; in Austria especiall 
recruits commit suicide in the 
months of their joining the army. 

Soldiers serving a term of imprisonment 
seldom commit self-destruction, but they com- 
mit it mostly when other disciplinary meas- 
ures are applied to them. 

preferred means of suicide is, among 
the foot soldiers, the use of firearms, while 
cavalrymen in most cases use the noose or cut 
their throats. The suicides using firearms tor 
their purpose generally shoot themselves in 
the head. The native Algerians form an ex- 
8 this rule, because disflguring the

In 
the summer season suicide by drowning oc- 
curs often among the soldiers. 

cause of suicide in the army is in most 
cases fear of punishment, but in the Austrian 
and Russian armies aversion to the military 
service or rude treatment provokes many 
soldiers to self-iestruction.

Bautimore, Md., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—The

Used to Mark the Trail, but Some of the 
Runners Get Lost in the Chase. 

Phil Greene won the Cook County Wheel- 
men’s hare and hound chase yesterday morn- 
ing. The prize was a fifteen-pound turkey 
offered by the club, 4 thirty-three turned 
out to chase the hares.

They were the five hares 
and six of the hounds who were fortunate 
enough to finish with them. The runners 
were clothed in various costumes—leather, 
goat-skin, and canvas hunting-coats veneered 
with mud, white sweaters, no longer white, 
and bicycle breeches in various stages of de- 
lapidation.

The hares were given fifteen minutes’ start 
of the hounds, and out of the smooth boule- 
vards into roughly-paved streets, up muddy 
alleys, over ashheaps and boxes, through ad- 
hesive prairie loam thirty-five hounds fol- 
lowed the trail marked by the hares with 
grains of corn in lieu of the customary scraps 
of white paper. The strong wind which blew 
from the southwest went hard against the 
runners.

BLAINE IS THE COMING MAN.

His Nomination and His Acceptance Free- 
ly Predicted. ; 
Wasuineror, D. C., Nov. 25.—[ Boston Her- 

ald (Dem.). I—“ Blaine is to be nominated at 

the next Republican convention and he will 
accept the nomination.”’ 

These statements seem so much more im- 
portant to the mén who believe them to be 
facts in the motiey throng of statesmen and 
politicians drawn here by the meeting of the 
National committee that they talk about them 
much more than they do about whete the con- 
vention is to be held. 

Either as a meinber of the committee, mem- 
bers of the delegations representing cities de- 
siring the convention. or as lookers on, the 
managing men ot the Republican party of 
most of the States are here. The number of 
western and southern leaders is particularly 
large. They give color to the whole gather- 
ing. With the exception of a few officehold- 
ers and a few personal friends of Harrison, 
they are mostiy Biaine men. 

It is not strange that the gathering at the 
Arlington seems like a Blaine convention. 
There are of course a number of Harrison 
men. Half of the prominent officeholders in 
town, including Attorney-General Miller and 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker, have been 
there in the last forty-eight hours, but even 
their presence does not restrain the exuberant 
Blaine man. They talk as though the commg 
convention was simply to be a ratification 
meeting on a great popular nomination of 
Blaine. 

The basis for much of this enthusiasm is 
the report brought by every one of the leading 
Blaine men who have during the last three days 
called on Blaine to the effect that he is as well 
as ever and as anxious to lead the Republican 
hosts to victory. 

According to them Blaine has all his old- 
time graciousness as well as all his old-time 
vigor. He is willing and anxious to be en- 
abled to accept a nomination. He cannot of 
course say so publicly. He cannot seem to 
seek the nomination. He cannot make any 
declaration on the subject. He denies with 
emphasis and scorn the stories to the effect 
that he has been approached on the subject b 
President Harrison or Attorney-Genera! Mil 
ler. He does not think he will be so ap- 
proached, and will not declare himself if he is 
approached. But his friends may know pri- 
vately that their efforts to get him a nomina- 
tion by acclamation will not be wastea so far 
as he is concerned. 

As a result of these intimations these man- 
aging men are going back to their States to 
organize the Blaine movement, which they 
think will result in Blaine’s nomination with 
practical unanimity. 

Harrison, whum they expect to see with- 
drawn in Biaine’s behalf, shows no disposition 
todoso. He und his officeholders are cool, 
calm, and conservative, and think he will be 
nominated yet, although they confess that; at 
present it seems as though it would take an- 
other breakdown ia Blaine's health to pre- 
vent Blaine’s nomination.

THE FIRST CHICAGO THANKSGIVING. 
The Proclamation Was Issued by Mayor 
Sherman Just Fifty Years Ago. 

The earliest Thanksgiving proclamation of 
the State of Illinois came from Chicago. It 
was issued by Francis C. Sherman, the Mayor, 
Nov. 22, 1841—just fifty years ago. 

Julius Wadsworth, then Alderman, proposed 
to Thomas Hoyne, then City Clerk, that if he 
would draw up a document fixing a special 
day as a time for thanksgiving, requesting the 
churches of the city to observe 16 and the 
people to close their places of business at the 
time, the people of Chicago could have 
a holiday, eat sag and be happy.
